Selling 
aside those uf ihr Court* of Requeiu, 
which, inalead of being paid aa before 
into the Treasury, have been appropriated 
to Ihe salaries and other expenses uf the 
Courts, the nel decrease in the amount of 
lee* baa been, in the Sydney dittrict, 
c M Si, or nearly IB per cent ; and in the 
Port Phillip dittrict fttis, or nearly 
49 per cent. The only class of feet 
in the Sydney district that have increased, 
are those of the Court* of Petty 
Setaiant. Those uf civil offices have 
fallen off hy *fg56, or upwardi of 41 pet 
cent. , but il in. itatrd in a nine, that ihe 
feet reccited by the RtMi»TBAx-eKBE»*i 
mbtequenily to the 1st May, hare nut 
been paid into the Treasury. The Su- 
preme Court feei have decreased, at 
Sydney, by aS14T,or nearly 10 per cent. ; 
and at Port Phillip by asSfJT, or nearly 
41 par cent. We may; bop* that this too 
is a good lien of the times, aa denoting a 
decrease of litigation. 

Proceeding to the item* of the Ter- 
ritorial Revenue. we find that Ihe proceed*

at Pott Phillip by £3£4,or 300 percent. ! 
The rents or land temporarily leased have

The amount collected hy the Agent fur 
Clergy and School Ertstea ha* also parti- 
cipated in the general improvement, 
having increased by £625, ur about 222

On the whole, these Abairarta fully 
realize the hope we expressed when re- 
viewing those for ihe March quarter — 
namely, that our financial tide had ebtaetl 
its utmost, and wnuld thenceforward 
gradually set in for a prosperous flaw.

it Confers on the person eke led, we most 
tsy that in being elected physician to the 
Infirmary Dr. Pi LLXaTon received aa 
much honour a* bi* llahding in the pro- 
reiiiun, or character in the colony, entitle 
hitn to, We recommend Iheae remark* to 
the careful consideration u{ tht aubecrtben 
to the Society, and truit they will not 
ibow any sympathy for a candidate who 
evincet a desire to monopolise the very 
few appointment* which the colony po*- 
•eates, calculated to confer honour on me- 
dical men.
